Dear Sir, be diligent and vigorous in the proſecution of 
theſe Iſtruttions, and be aflured that nothing ſhall be want» 
ing on the part of their Reverences to forward the Deſign, 
neither Mony for the preſent, nor Power for the furure if 
occaſion offers. His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty is now atintire 
liberty in Caſe of neceſſity, eitKer to interpoſe for us, or 
aſſiſt us with his invincible Arms, and to promote fo pious 
and Religious a Cauſe. Doubt nothing, but be of good 
Courage in the diſcharge of this high truſt repoſed in you, 
and afſure your ſelf of Succeſs and proportionate Reward on 
Earth, Eternal Fame, and Eternal Glory in the Heayenly 


Paradiſe. The Fathers ſend you theirs and the Apoſtolical 


Benediftion; have me recommended toall out Friends. Our
